Claims 1, 34-36, 39-55, 95-1 13 are currently pending and are present for examination. 

Applicants' amendments and arguments filed on 1-15-04, have been fully considered and 
are deemed to be persuasive to overcome the rejections previously applied.

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Following a diligent 
search it was determined that the prior art neither teaches nor suggests a composition comprising 
an enzyme that effects the cleavage of a linkage that is comprised of a phosphatidylinositol and 
that membrane-anchors a surface protein or a carbohydrate on a pathogen whereby said cleavage 
effects release of said surface protein or carbohydrate wherein said composition is suitable for 
oral administration to a host and wherein said cleavage interferes with pathogen binding to a host 
cell in the intestines such that the infective ability of said pathogen to said host cell is reduced. 
In order to allow above claims Examiner has considered the exhaustive arguments by the 
applicant and a clear showing that not all enzymes are capable of remaining active in the 
intestines of hosts and it is the that novel property of the claimed enzyme that sets it apart from 
other known enzymes used in foods and feeds.
